iamily or group that has donated 
blood, during. thé past year. 

Tue new policy was found to bo 
necesuary because civilians stopp 
ed donating .b! 
tion of hostilitfes, in the. Korean 
War, 40% of all the blood that the 
Red Cross collects still goes to the 
Armed Services, and it was found 
that there’wasa't enough left to 
take care! of every remaining re-

Briefly, the proram for getting 
blood, from the Red Cross today 
is: If any person donates blood

The Selectmen laid out their proposed change, for the inspection 
ef Whitcomb, going back of Hathaway Acres, and crossing Route 62 
at Martin's Brook. As they measured it, there would be a consider- 
able savings in road construction, and land taking costs. i.e. swamp 
versus high land. Whitcomb pointed out that crossing swamp may 
mean the digging of a tremendous amount of peat, a point which the 
Selectmen conceded. They did not point out that the place which 
probably has the most peat in town is where the road is proposed 
to cross the Ipswich River, in the Hundred Acre Meadow. Apparantly 
they overlooked this point 

‘The savings, in road construction would amout to a mile of super- 
highway, and about 7000 feet of other roads, according to the Select- 
men. The savings on the superhighway would be because the Route 
125 cutoff would be 1/4 miles shorter. The savings on other roads 
would result from having no necessity of relocating Route 62, and its 
attendent approaches. Whitcomb pointed out that another road would) 
have to be built, cast of the ‘block on Park street, and it was 
pointed out that this road already exists, just east of the town line, 
except for a portion which is less than 2000 feet long, leading towards 
Salem street. 

‘That, in essence was the discussion. Whitcomb finished, after the 
three hour talk, by telling the Selectmen that they should prepare 
their proposals in writing, and submit them, together with alternative 
proposals, if they could think of any. He didn't leave much hope 
that they would be considered. 

‘After he had left such an alternate proposal was made, for 
further study, It was proposed that the new route could be laid out 
te cross Lowell street west of Strout Avenue, with a cloverleaf 
there, go through the Sheldon’ meadow, (which is now useless because 
«of the pipeline), cross Woburn street by means of a -bridge, just 
south of Federal street, cross Middlesex Avenue by means of a 
bridge at a point adjacent to the cemetary, block off Lawrence 
Place, (where the Board of Health has already condemned building 
fots, and nothing has been constructed) and Lawrence street, near 
the Shady Lane Drive junction, A bridge would cross the railroad 
there, and there would be another bridge across Salem street, with 
a cloverteaf. After this there would have to be a bridge across 
the Portiand Line, Baliardvale Street and Andover Street for the 
Route 125 cut-off, a total of eight bridges, instead of nine 

No serious study has been gien to this proposal, but it could be 
ronstructed with only three curves, none of which would have a 
radius of less than 7000 feet (important, technically).
